REMARKS 

In the interest of furthering prosecution, the claims have been amended as suggested 
by the Examiner. Support can be found, for example, in original claims 1 and 2. Support for 
the amendment to claim 9 can be found on page 3 at line 16 and claim 1. Support for the 
amendment to claim 12 can be found for example in original claim 1 and on page 6 at lines 1- 
6. No new matter has been added. 

Rejection under 35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph 

The Examiner is thanked for his/her careful review of the claims. Claims 1 and 2 have 
been amended as suggested by the Examiner and Claim 12 has been amended to clarify. Claim 9 
has been amended to recite inorganic pigment, as suggested by the Examiner. 

With regards to the previous amendment to claim 9 regarding 0.5 to 7 % by weight of at 
least one oil-soluble or oil-dispersible polymer or copolymer, support can be found on page 4 at line 
23-25. 

Thus, it is respectfully requested that the rejection under 35 USC 1 12, 1 st paragraph be 
withdrawn.
